"First  year  I  was 
out  Tattersall’s  won  it  again,"  Ken 
remarked.  He  predicts  that  there  will 
be  150  contestants  in  next  year's 
tournaments.  Ken  selected  as  his  prizes 
two  candelabra  and  two  silver  trays, 
which  he  will  give  to  his  two  sons. 

To  me,  the  party  brought  nostalgic 
memories  of  times  in  the  old  Club  in 
Pitt  Street  in  the  1920s,  on  occasions 
such  as  these.  Membership  was  then 
around  the  700  mark.  Rarely  did  night 
activities  take  place.  The  calling  of  the 
card  on  big  racing  events  such  as  the 
Epsom,  Metropolitan,  Doncaster  and 
Sydney  Cup,  and  the  presentation  of  the 
billiards  tournament  trophies,  were  all 
special  nights. 

All  members,  their  wives  and  friends, 
were  invited  to  attend  a  concert,  during 
which  time  was  taken  out  to  present 
the  trophies.  George  Marlow,  a  leading 
theatrical  entrepreneur,  engaged  promi¬ 
nent  artists  to  perform,  and  members 


were  provided  with  a  night  of  great 
enjoyment. 

Tom  Powell,  donor  of  a  handsome 
cutlery  service  for  the  Snooker  Handi¬ 
cap,  presented  his  trophy  to  Lee  Bluett. 
His  sincere  remarks  were  accompanied 
with  a  promise  to  donate  a  trophy  each 
year  during  his  lifetime. 

Another  to  receive  a  presentation  was 
our  old  friend,  Bob  Concannon,  who 
kindly  offered  his  services  in  marking 
all  the  tournament  games.

Company,  and  backed  up  only  to  serve

Graham  returned  a  75  which  earned 
him  the  runner-up  placing  on  a  count- 
back  from  former  international,  Tom 
Crow. 

The  Bonnie  Doon  golfers  were  in 
great  form  and  John  Rowles'  76  (net  70) 
was  a  bonnie  performance  that  was 


rewarded  with  the  A.  Grade  Handicap 
trophy.  John,  one  of  TattersalPs  most 
consistent  long  hitters,  had  a  stroke  to 
spare  from  Peter  Dind  (net  71)  with 
Jim  Kennedy  third  on  net  72. 

Arthur  Gribble  is  the  Club's  B.  Grade 
champion.  His  82  was  much  too  good 
for  the  rest  of  the  field  leaving  him 
with  a  four-stroke  margin  over  Hugh 
Norton  (86)  and  with  Barry  Byrne  a 
shot  away  on  87.  Jim  George  took  the 
B.  Grade  Handicap  spoils  with  his  net 
69  from  Robert  Pfafflin  (net  71)  and 
Ossie  Austin  (net  73). 

The  C.  Grade  championship  provided 
its  own  cliffhanger  with  George  Martin’s 
94  leaving  him  a  one-stroke  winner 
over  Claude  Ryan  and  Lloyd  Crawford. 
Dick  Bell  (24/18)  took  out  handicap 
honours  from  Dick  Spanswick  and  Stan 
McNeill. 

Lew  Carson  of  the  Australian  Golf 


Club  found  himself  in  no  less  than  five 
separate  bunkers  alongside  greens  dur¬ 
ing  the  afternoon.  This  resourceful 
fellow  promptly  got  down  in  two  four 
times  and  holed  out  with  an  explosion 
the  fifth  time.  Lew  carded  a  78  which 
was  quality  stuff  to  win  the  Veteran’s 
Championship  trophy.  Hermie  Eizen- 
berg  (84)  and  Herb  Ireland  (89)  fol¬ 
lowed  him  home. 

Dick  Dowling  (18/14)  with  a  72  was 
the  Veteran's  Handicap  winner  from 
Ted  Peoples  (18/14)  with  75.

On  a  kinder  note  the  handicappers 
have  been  lenient  with  several  members 
and  have  added  a  second  to  their  handi¬ 
caps.  No  names  mentioned,  but  I  would 
advise  members  to  check  the  handicap 
board  now  and  again. 

I  think  it  is  a  matter  of  interest  that 
members  should  know  how  the  point 
score  is  operating  this  year.  It  was 
decided  to  give  the  new  system  a  trial 
for  this  season,  and  this  is  the  way  it 
operates. 

(1)  All  competitors  receive  a  starting 
bonus  of  two  points.  That  means  that 
all  a  swimmer  has  to  do  is  face  the 
starter  and  dive  into  the  water  at  his 
correct  time,  and  no  matter  where  he 
finishes  he  collects  two  points.  There 
are  two  ways  in  which  he  can  lose  these 
two  points,  either  by  starting  before  his 
number  is  called,  or  if  in  a  relay  race, 
by  starting  before  his  partner  touches, 
in  which  case  he  is  disqualified.  If  in  a 
relay  team  his  partner  also  loses  his 
starting  points. 

(2)  In  straight  out  individual  handicaps 
the  points  to  be  won  in  addition  to  the 
two  points  starting  bonus  are: 

Heats  —  1st,  4  points.  2nd,  2  points. 

3rd,  1  point. 

Finals  —  (all  heat  winners)  same  as 

above. 


The  total  points  therefore  for  starting, 
winning  a  heat  and  winning  the  final 
is  a  maximum  of  ten  points,  running 
second  in  final  is  8  points,  and  third  in 
final  7  points.  Any  competitor  disquali¬ 
fied  in  final  loses  final  points  only,  and 
not  points  gained  for  starting  and  win¬ 
ning  a  heat. 

(3)  In  brace  relay  races  the  points  to 
be  won  in  addition  to  the  two  points 
starting  bonus  are  as  follows: 

Heats  —  1st,  3  points.  2nd,  2  points. 

3rd,  1  point. 

Finals  —  same  as  above. 

The  total  points  therefore  to  be 
gained  in  brace  relay  races  for  starting, 
winning  a  heat  and  winning  the  final  is 
a  maximum  of  eight  points,  second  in 
final  is  seven  points,  and  third  in  final 
is  six  points.

In  the  early  sixties  he  had  a  great 
team  of  two-year-olds.  Wenona  Girl 
and  Young  Brolga  won  the  Sires' 
Produce  Stakes  in  1960-61  and  Aureo 
won  the  Champagne  Stakes  in  1964. 
But  his  luck  was  out  in  the  Golden 
Slipper  Stakes  with  three  seconds  and 
a  third.  Wenona  Girl  was  second  to 
Skyline  in  1960;  Young  Brolga  was 
second  in  1961  to  Magic  Knight;  Birth¬ 
day  Card  and  Proud  Miss  beat  Grammar 
Lad  into  third  place  in  1962,  and 
Farnworth  was  second  to  another  cham¬ 
pion,  Eskimo  Prince,  in  1964. 

During  the  last  seven  years  of 
his  life,  Bill  had  a  great  succession  of 
good  horses  and  good  wins  and  a  great 
succession  of  thrills. 

All  of  which  was  well  deserved  for 
the  devoted  attention  he  had  given  to 
his  long  time  job  as  an  executive  of  the 
up  and  rising  Sydney  Turf  Club.

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BILL  LONGWORTH,  A  WORTHY  CHAIRMAN,  PASSES

Those  who  did  not  know 
his  background  regarded  Bill 
Longworth,  who  died  on  October 
19th,  last,  as  a  racehorse  owner 
of  phenomenal  luck,  although 
old  friends  knew  it  was  not  a 
matter  of  good  fortune  that 
brought  him  riches  on  the  turf 
but  a  family  tradition  which  afford¬ 
ed  deep  knowledge  and  love  of  the 
thoroughbred. 

His  father,  also  known  as  Bill  Long- 
worth,  founded  a  lucrative  woollen  mill 
at  the  turn  of  the  century,  later  had  a 
substantial  interest  in  rich  Mount 
Morgan,  and  turned  his  interest  to 
racing  as  a  relaxation  from  business. 

His  first  important  winner  was  a 
horse  named  Blue  Metal — aptly  named 
because  he  was  as  tough  as  his  name 
suggested.  In  Sydney  he  won  many 
races  with  a  brilliant  burst  of  finishing 
speed  after  trailing  his  fields  many 
lengths  in  the  rear. 

Mr.  Longworth  and  the  Brennan 
boys,  Russell  and  Bricky,  who  trained 
and  rode  for  him,  selected  the  longest 
race  on  the  Australian  calendar  the 
2\  mile  Australian  Cup  run  at  Fleming- 
ton  as  the  type  suitable  for  such  a 
slow  beginner,  and  they  were  right  be¬ 
cause  in  1902  he  won  that  event  and 
gained  a  nice  little  fortune  for  the 
Longworth  family. 

In  1917  Mr.  Longworth  Snr.  raced  a 
smart  horse  named  Satin  Bird,  winner 
of  the  Epsom  that  year,  and  had  he  not 
been  killed  in  a  track  accident  he  would 
have  added  many  more  important  races 
to  his  string. 

For  business  reasons,  Mr.  Longworth 
Snr.  raced  under  the  turf  nom  de  plume 
of  W.  T.  Nowlan. 

It  was  a  long  time  before  young 
Bill  became  established  in  racing  but 
although  he  was  already  known  for  his 
wide  sporting  achievements  in  Olympic 
swimming,  billiards,  snooker,  and  golf, 
Bill  did  not  race  under  his  own  name 
until  late  in  life. 

His  assumed  name  was  Mr.  Biey, 
also  adopted  for  business  reasons. 
However,  he  used  his  father’s  racing 
livery,  black  with  yellow  crossed  sashes. 

Bill’s  first  good  horse  was  Young 
Crusader,  winner  of  the  1936  Metro¬ 
politan  and  the  1937  Summer  Cup. 
Young  Crusader  differed  widely  from 
his  father’s  Blue  Metal.  Young  Crusader 
used  to  dash  straight  to  the  front  at 
what  was  considered  a  suicidal  speed. 
In  fact  he  was  one  of  the  most  spec¬ 
tacular  stayers  of  his  time.  When 
spectators  or  his  backers  feared  he 
would  be  caught,  he  invariably  pulled 
out  another  burst  thereby  winning 
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seven  races,  including  one  each  at 
Flemington  and  Eagle  Farm,  Brisbane. 

His  style  of  racing  was  very  similar 
to  that  of  the  1968  Caulfield  Cup 
winner,  the  imported  grey  Bunratty 
Castle,  who  in  that  race  bounced  out 
of  the  barrier  first  and  was  never 
caught. 

As  time  went  on  Bill  Longworth 
gained  a  deep  knowledge  of  racing 
and  thoroughbreds  which  led  him  to 
many  future  wins  with  Farnworth, 
Aureo,  Grammar  Lad,  Young  Brolga 
and  Real  Silk,  but  of  course  his  crown¬ 
ing  triumph  was  his  personal  choice 
at  the  1959  Easter  sales  of  a  chestnut 
filly  by  Wilkes  from  Golden  Chariot  at 
2,100  gns.  This  was  Wenona  Girl  who 
had  27  wins,  19  seconds  and  seven 
thirds  from  her  68  starts,  amassing 
$141,650  in  prize-money,  a  sum  which 
made  her  the  British  Commonwealth’s 
most  prolific  money-spinner  of  her 
sex  at  the  time  of  her  retirement  in 
1964. 

Wenona  Girl  was  as  sound  as  a 
bell  when  she  retired,  and  Maurice 
McCarten,  who  trained  her  for  Bill 
Longworth,  said  she  could  have  raced 
at  least  another  season,  but  Mr.  Long- 
worth  was  adamant  that  she  had  earned 
her  retirement  and  he  disliked  the  idea 
of  continuing  at  the  risk  of  diminishing 
her  brilliant  turf  record. 

Wenona  Girl  produced  a  winner  in 
Special  Girl,  who  brilliantly  won  her 
first  two  races,  but  then  retired  with  a 


bone  injury,  from  which  she  may  yet 
recover. 

Bill  Longworth's  love  of  the  thorough¬ 
bred,  his  keen  mind  and  his  racing 
background  made  him  an  ideal  turf 
administrator.  He  was  a  foundation 
director  of  the  Sydney  Turf  Club  and 
a  natural  successor  to  the  late  Harry 
Tancred  as  chairman.  He  and  Mr. 
Tancred  steered  the  STC  through  many 
financial  vicissitudes  and  it  was  Mr. 
Longworth's  personal  bank  guarantee 
of  $800,000  which  early  in  the  Club’s 
career  put  it  on  the  road  to  its  ulti¬ 
mate  stability. 

Mr.  Longworth  Snr.  was  a  long-time 
member  of  Tattersall's  Club,  and  he 
nominated  his  son  as  soon  as  he 
reached  his  majority  making  him  a 
member  of  the  Club  for  55  years. 

Bill  had  an  ironical  sense  of  humour 
and  occasionally  when  he  met  me  he 
would  chide  me  laughingly  for  high¬ 
lighting  the  speed  shown  by  his  horses 
in  their  track  trials,  when  I  was  a  Rand- 
wick  track  reporter. 

“You  make  my  horses  go  too  fast 
and  spoil  the  price"  was  his  comment, 
to  which  my  response  was,  “You 
shouldn't  have  so  many  great  gallopers 
in  your  stable." 

Which  was  right  because  at  one  pe¬ 
riod  he  had  Wenona  Girl,  Aureo,  Farn¬ 
worth,  and  Grammar  Lad  all  smashing 
the  Randwick  clocks  with  their  brilliant 
trials.
